County petroleum engineer suspended 


The Board of Supervisors last night 
ordered suspension of David K. Bick- 
more, 51, of Santa Maria, county pe­ 
troleum engineer, following disclosure 
late yesterday that he had taken part 
in a financial transaction with Union Oil 
Co., involving a $12,792 promissory note. 
The board ordered the suspension 
pending an investigation by the coun­ 
ty counsel's office and District AU 
torney David Minier, who along with 
County Administrative officer 
Ray­ 


mond Johnson, will be asked to re­ 
port back to the supervisors as soon 
as possible. 
Bickmore, whose office has the sole 
power of issuing onshore oil and gas 
drilling permits in the county, made 
the admission, Indicating he felt the 
note signed by himself, his wife, Nor­ 
ma, and two other Santa Maria men 
was not unethical. 
Bickmore, who receives a $15,228 
annual salary, had issued a controver­ 


sial drilling permit late last year to 
Union Oil Co. to drill on Santa Cruz 
Island. 
The Sierra Club unsuccess­ 
fully sought to have the supervosors 
hold a public hearing aimed at rever­ 
sal of the action. 
Bickmore defend­ 
ed his action showing that the oil com­ 
pany had complied with all require­ 
ments for such a permit. 


Bickmore and the two other Santa 
Maria men, named as John Adams and 


Felix Hopkins, had run iq) a $12,900 
credit with Union Oil Co. in 1967 in 
connection with operation of a mer­ 
cury mine near Firebaugh. The mine 
was sold and Union filed suit claim­ 
ing the debt wasn’t paid off. 


The promissory note was the result, 
it was shown. 
An anti-oil organiza­ 
tion member, John Schaaf, was de­ 
clared to have spotted publication of 
the recording of the trust deed also 


signed by the Bickmores and naming 
Union Oil as beneficiary. 
The county counsel’s office is look­ 
ing into the nature of the documents 
on file at the county recorder’s of­ 
fice. 
County supervisors called Bick­ 
more to a private session Wednesday 
night to explain. 


Bickmore has taken the position that 
he feels it is a loan on which he is 
paying “ the same interest as any other 


loan.’’ It was said to be about 8 or 9 
percent. 
County officials indicated they were 
looking into possibility of Invoking sec­ 
tions of a county ordinance which are 
aimed at preventing county employees 
from engSLging In activities not com­ 
patible with discharge of their duties. 
Bickmore served as oil well inspec­ 
tor for the county from 1963 to about 
two years ago when he was named 
petroleum engineer. 
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Park addition 
concerns 
commissioner 


The reported additional acquisition of 
15 acres for the proposed River Park, 
east of Lompoc adjacent to the Santa 
Ynez River, elicited concern from at 
least one commissioner at the Parks and 
Recreation Commission meeting last 
night. 
Mike Siminski expressed consterna­ 
tion that he knew nothing of the apparent 
transaction until he “ read abcxjt it in 
the paper.” The item had been presen­ 
ted during the last city council meet­ 
ing by city administrator Gene Wählers, 
surprising some members of the coun­ 
cil, who voiced objections of not being 
previously notified . 
City planning director, Clint Sherrod, 
was on hand to explain that “ the adjust­ 
ment of boundaries is somewhat arbi­ 
trary; we have to remain flexible.” He 
cited the realignment of the proposed 
freeway by the State Division of High­ 
ways and readjustment of the park boun­ 
dary to exclude the Grefco sludge pits 
as some of the reasons for the expansion. 
He assured the commission there was 
“ no cause for alarm.” 
Sherrod stated the city will present a 
revised perimeter description to HUD for 
approval and has agreed to purchase the 
entire park area before Sept. 24, 1970. 
Approximate cost of the proposed park 
is set at $150,000 — $75,000 from the 
Federal Government, through HUD; $51,- 
000 state funds and $24,000 from the 
city. 
The commission agreed to tour the 
proposed River Park area before their 
next session before presenting recom­ 
mendations and suggestions regarding 
the first phase development. 
In other action, the commission: 
—Voted to draft an approval for the 
neighborhood park plan to city council, 
consistent with the previous plan adop­ 
ted by the city. The park under imme­ 
diate 
consideration would be a five- 
acre neighborhood park servicing a high 
density area of dwellings and school- 
age children. The property is located on 
“ 0 “ St. and North Avenue, north of 
La Canada School. Federal funds would 
be solicited under the Open Space Pro­ 
gram. 
—Heard a density report by commis­ 
sioner Gene Forbes. Based on a city 
population of 25,400, the study revealed a 
little over three persons per residence 
house in Lompoc, with 43 acres of 
park land. The national average is four 
acres of park and recreation land per 
1,000 population, with Lompoc averag­ 
ing 3.4 acres. Including projected future 
needs, Forbes demonstrated the total 
present need to be 89.5 acres for Lom­ 
poc. 
Suspects caught 
in drug burglary 


Lompoc detectives today were ques­ 
tioning two suspects in the narcotics 
burglary of the Medical Pharmacy, 616 
E, Ocean Ave. 
Names of the suspects were not dis­ 
closed pending completion of the iiw 
vestigation. 
Burglars broke through the rear door 
of the pharmacy early last night and 
stole a variety of narcotic pills and 
powders, a television set and 580 to 
$100 in cash, police said. Art Smith, 
pharmacist, reported the incident to 
police. 
A preliminary inventory of the phar­ 
macy stock in^cated the loss of 471 
narcotics pills or tablets, and two am­ 
pules of morphine. 
Discovery of the burglary triggered 
a massive citywlde search for a pick­ 
up truck that reportedly left the scene 
of the i^iarmacy a short time before. 
Police units searched the city, block 
by block through the evening and early 
morning today. 
Shortly before dawn 
the truck was discovered parked near 
the rear of a local hotel. * The tele­ 
vision set was sitting on the grouml 
near the truck, according to the ге^ 
port. 
Police said one of the suspects was 
from Torrance, was in his early or 
mid 20s, and was a painter.

ter, Charlotte, 25, were shot, the get­ 
away driver, his reflexes slowed by al-

the home as he drove away. 
Joe DlMauro, a car salesman from 
suburban lakewood, Ohio, testified to­ 
day he sold an auto to Claude Vealey, 
26, one of the three suspects, at about 
II a.m. Dec. 31, the day the Yablonski’s 
were slain. 
DlMauro 
said Vealey was accom­ 
panied by Roy Lewis, an auto mechanic 
who formerly lived In Uniontown, Pa.

The Republican governor said that 
the tenacles of the drug culture so threat­ 
en 
an entire generation of California 
youngsters that “ the kids are even smok­ 
ing 
wheat, 
lettuce and carrot tops 
with crushed aspirin.” 
In a special 14~page special message 
to the legislature — and in a filmed tele­ 
vision speech — he proposed new laws 
and outlined dozens of administrative 
restrictions to bring increasing narco-, 
tics and drug abuse to heel. 
Reagan in the broadcast appearance 
called his program “ the most compre­ 
hensive battle plan for an all-out war 
against narcotics and drug abuse that has 
ever been drawn 
in the nation’s his­ 
tory. 
As 
a major first step, Reagan an­ 
nounced he has created by executive 
order 
a new 
state 
Office of Nar­ 
cotics and Drug Abuse Coordination 
which 
will organize drug abuse pre­ 
vention, 
treatment 
and educational 
projects.

budget. 
The House voted 226-191 against the 
veto, but since it requirnl two thirds 
278 votes in this case - to override, the 
veto was sustaiiu*d the bill die<l. 'niirty- 
five 
Democrats joined 156 
Reput)li- 
cans to give Nixon the victory. 
The most popular course of action 
being considered by the House apjiropri- 
ations sub-committee was one suggest­ 
ed by Nixon In advance of the veto vote. 
He told them to bring back the same bill 
without the mandatory sjiendlng provi- 


sions of the vetoed measure. Under this 
arrangement he could refuse to s|>end 
the $1.2 billion increase; but he said he 
would commit himself to spending $450 
million of the amount.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Over the 
shouted objections of ( harles M. Man- 
son, a Superior Court judge entered a 
plea of 
Innocent Wednesday in behalf 
of the hippie cult leader in the seven 
Sharon Tate - LaBlanca murders. 
“ Your honor, I object to any further 
proceedings,” Manson said. “ I object 
to the grand jury system, I object to the 
indictment. I object to the heinous beha­ 
vior of the 
Establishment in rela­ 
tion to the indictment.” 
Judge George M. Dell interupted, and 
Manson shouted, “ hold it.” 
“ I’m 
not going to hold anything,” 
Dell retorted. “ I enter a plea of not 
guilty on behalf of the defendant. Mr. 
Manson, you have pursued delay for 
the sake of delay.” 


Manson, clean shaved for the first 
time 
since he has appeared in court, 
paced nervously in the prisoner’s box as 
he tried unsuccessfully to delay again 
entering a plea in the case in which he 
is acting as his own attorney. 


At the end of the hour-long hearing, 
Manson’s trial date was set for Feb. 
9. 
It was expected, however, the trial 
would not start until much later because 
two of the six defendants are resisting 
extradition in other states. 


Manson, dressed in a white blouse with 
a red, 
tapestried 
vest and his hair 
falling to his shoulders, said he was so 
“ mired down” In legal procedure that 
he had not had time to prepare his case. 
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Robbers captured in 
wild west gun battle

Two 
ex-convicts 
wanted 
for 
the fatal shooting of a 
deputy sheriff during a $20,000 
bank 
robbery 
were 
tracked 
down by a posse in wild-west 
fashion Wednesday during a 70- 
mile chase through the famed 
Mother Lode gold rush country. 
One of the suspects, Ross N. 
Porter, was blasted by gunfire 
as he huddled in a ditch not far 
from a horse stable, where he 
had held a hostage for nearly 
six hours. He died a short time 
later. 
Porter’s companion, Leonard 
E. Miller, was wounded and 
captured earlier when the two 
fugitives tried to ambush a 
sh eriffs 
car 
in the Sierra 
foothills. 
Porter, 46, Oakland, Calif., 
was paroled Oct. 15 from the 
federal penitentiary at McNeil 
Island, 
Wash. 
Miller, 
45, 
Albany, 
Ore., 
was released 
from Oregon State Prison Jan. 
7. 
The 24-hour manhunt, high­ 
lighted by a series of gun 
battles, began Tuesday after­ 
noon in the farming town of 
Hughson when two men robbed 
the Central Valley Bank. 
Billy 
Joe 
Dickens, 36, a 
Stanislaus County sh eriffs de­ 
puty, was fatally shot in the 
back when he responded to the 
robbery alarm. Another deputy, 
Charles Moore, said he and the 
gunmen 
“ stood 
there 
and 
emptied 
our 
guns 
at 
each 
other.” 
The bank robbers, one of 
them 
wounded 
in the chest 
during the exchange, jumped 
into 
the deputies’ unmarked 
patrol car and fled. The car 
was found abandoned 35 miles 
away, 
where 
the 
suspects 
changed vehicles, with$1,000in 
bloodstained bills. 
The posse moved into the 
Sierra foothills near Altaville 
nine hours later “ on informa­ 
tion 
from 
the 
FBI.” 
The 
fugitives ran a roadblock in a 


roar of gunfire during which a 
passing motorist, Mrs. Marilyn 
Bowen, 44, was wounded in the 
arm. 
An 
hour 
later 
the 
two 
suspects, 
pursued 
by 
two 
sheriffs cars at speeds up to 
100 miles an hour, got far 
enough ahead to stop around a 
curve and ambush their pur­ 
suers. 
They blasted the windshield 
out of the lead patrol car, but 
two deputies dived out of the 
vehicle and returned fire. The 
wounded Miller was struck in 
the throat and abdomen by a 
shotgun blast, while Porter fled 
on foot with his guns blazing, 
leaving $18,000 in the car. 
Meanwhile, more than 150 
FBI agents, sheriff’s deputies, 
local police and bloodhounds 
swarmed into the area between 
the historic towns of Sutter 
Creek and Angels Camp, about 
100 miles east of San Francisco. 
Authorities said Porter fled 
along 
Highway 
8 
until 
he 
reached a stable at Camache 
Lake about 7 a.m., when he 
took Carrol Skagg, 
73, 
as 
hostage. The fugitive, apparent­ 
ly flustered by passing helicop­ 
ters 
taking 
part 
in 
the 
manhunt, released the hostage 
about 
1:30 
p.m. 
and Skagg 
called police. 
Porter, waving a gun, ran to 
a 
nearby 
cabin 
where 
the 
occupants, Donald and Linda 
Booth, 
bolted 
the door and 
refused to let him in. As he 
dashed across a field, Porter 
was spotted from a helicopter. 
Deputies said Porter plunged 
into a ditch, huddled behind a 
bush and disregarded orders to 
surrender. 
Members of the 
posse riddled the bush with 
shotgun and rifle fire. 
Deputies who ran to Porter 
yelled back, “ He’s hurting, but 
he will be all right.” 
The ex-convict died in a jeep 
while en route to a hospital at 
San Andreas, 25 miles from the 
shooting scene.

SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and Glenn S. 
Dumke, chancellor of the state 
colleges, disagree on whether 
colleges should favor applicants 
for admission who live nearby. 
The Board of Trustees of the 
state colleges Wednesday post­ 
poned until March a proposal 
by Dumke to give individual 
colleges more say in admitting 
junior college transfer students. 
Asked by reporters after the 
meeting if state colleges should 
give preference to local appli­ 
cants 
who cannot afford to 
attend more distant schools, 
Reagan said: 
“ You can’t take this into 
consideration. The colleges are 
a statewide system, supported 
by everyone in the state.” 
Reagan said there was “ no 


way 
you 
can 
say” 
local 
students should get preference, 
commenting that was the role 
of community colleges. 
If local students get first 
pick, 
Reagan 
said, 
“ then 
literally at state expense you’ve 
created a community college.” 
Dumke, in a separate im­ 
promptu news conference after 
the trustees’ meeting, said a 
student’s 
“ proximity”

Ramsey Clark testifies

CHICAGO (UPD - Former 
U.S. Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark 
testified for an hour 
Wednesday in the riot conspira­ 
cy trial of the “Chicago Seven.” 
The jury didn't hear a word of 
it. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Rich­ 
ard G. Schultz argued C lark’s 
testimony would be “ irrelevant 
and im m aterial,” and would 
“ be seriously prejudicial” to 
the government case. He also 
charged that defense attorneys 
would “ make a spectacle of 
this as they have in the past.” 
U.S. 
District Court Judge 
Julius 
J. 
Hoffman 
allowed 
defense attorney William Kün­ 
stler to question Clark with the 
jury out of the room. When 
Künstler, after many govern­ 
ment objections, was finished, 
Hoffman ruled Clark “ couldnot 


testify to anything material and 
relevant in this case.” 
Kunstler said the ruling was 
“ clearly 
unconstitutional,” 
proved 
that 
the government 
and the judge were “ screening” 
defense witnesses and would be 
a 
“ precedent horrendous to 
contemplate.” He said the only 
precedent for a judge keeping a 
defense witness from the stand 
was when a witness did not 
want to testify-and Clark was 
a willing witness.

The telephone company had 
asked for the $8 million hike in 
rates to offset adjustments the 
PUC made in Western Electric 
prices.

Jess Unruh.

The controversy was kicked 
off Tuesday by the governor’s 
news conference announcement

Unruh —a candidate for the

Liberals Give Impetus to Conservatism

When the r a d i c a l s took 
over Whitehall at Columbia 
two years ago, one of the 
f a c u l t y , French historian 
Orest Ranum, tried to get 
them to leave. The professor 
struggled over a barricade, 
climbed through a window 
and, according to a u t h o r 
James Kunen. who was 
there, told the students he 
was sympathetic, but sug­ 
gested that they give up the 
building because their ac­ 
tions could only precipitate 
a "right-wing reaction ” 
They laughed at him Then 
they thanked him and told 
him to get out. 
Ranum’s conciliatory ap­ 
proach is common fare in 
the academic community. 
When the McClellan Com­ 
mittee 
held 
hearings this 
summer on student unrest, 
the senators were amazed at 
college administrators who 
were more concerned about 
the “ possibility" of congres-

sional “ r e p r e s s i o n " than 
about the reality of violence 
on the campus. 
Chancellor Heyns of the 
University of California at 
B e r k e l e y said he disap­ 
proved of the lawlessness 
and then devoted his testi­ 
mony to a d i s c u s s i o n of 
“ y o u t h f u l unrest” on the 
part of “ a ct i on - mi n de d 
young people" whom Ameri­ 
can society had all but be­ 
trayed. His c o m m e n t s on 
violence were only paren­ 
thetical; he was relatively 
u n c o n c e r n e d that many 
Berkeley students had and 
would resort to it. Nor was 
there in his testimony a mo­ 
ment’s introspection brought 
on by the failure of higher 
education in this country to 
convey to the young an ele­ 
mentary and sustaining pre 
cept of W e s t e r n culture: 
Without order there is no 
freedom. 
The explanation for Heyns’ 
unconcern, like that for Ra­ 
num’s naivete, is rooted in 
their ideological world view. 
“ Disruption of the educa­ 
tional process" is paramount 
in the mind of the modern 
liberal and his call for fed­ 
eral troops (or whatever! 
u n h e s i t a t i n g—but onlv, it 
seems, when it is a Southern 
governor who is doing the 
disrupting. 
The scholars at Yale will 


not have George Wallace on 
their campus—he “ preaches 
hatred." But their spiritual 
brethren at Berkeley will in­ 
vite Eldridge Cleaver to give 
a course on their campus 
and defend the proposal in 
the name of free speech and 
academic freedom. 
So the pattern emerges. 
The enemv is to the right, 
always to the right. 
The 
American Historical Associa­ 
tion passed a resolution last 
vear b o y c o t t i n g Mayor 
baley’s Chicago as a conven­ 
tion site, but when scheduled 
to attend a conference in 
Moscow just after the Rus­ 
sian troops had brutalized 
the people of Prague, the 
professors eased their tor­ 
tured consciences and voted 
to go just the same. The 
ideological blinders are on. 
Liberals cannot control our 
campuses for the same rea­ 
son thev have not been able 
to effect a foreign policy. 
Viet Cong or SDS—the lib­ 
eral cannot see them for 
what they are. 
Cornell and Columbia radi­ 
cals were committed revolu­ 
tionaries who grasped fully 
the implications of what they 
had done. That is what Ra­ 
num forgot in his speech to 
the Whitehall radicals and 
whv. u l t i m a t e l y , t h e y 
thought him funny. (Those 
same radicals later burned 


10 years of his research.) 
If the New Left, as the 
polls and college referen- 
dums would seem to indi­ 
cate, is discredited in the 
eyes of many college stu­ 
dents. where and to whom 
does the American student 
turn for political orientation'’ 
The answer lies in the one 
revolution in the 1960s that 
the networks and news mag­ 
azines let go unreported. It 
is the growth on the campus 
of what Dartmouth Prof. 
Jeffery Hart refers to as the 
“ new American dissent" or 
what, colloquially, has be­ 
come known as the “ new 
conservatism.” 
Young A m e r i c a n s for 
Freedom, the conservative 
youth organization founded 
in 1960, has t o d a y over 
50,000 m e m b e r s and 513 
campus chapters. University 
of Wisconsin law s t u d e n t 
David Keene, the articulate 
chairman of YAF, says of 
his organization’s g ro wt h. 
“ Actually, it is the New Left 
that has 
interested 
many 
students in YAF. We seemed 
ti be the only campus group 
effectively c o m b a t i n g the 
leftists. Many students as a 
consequence heard out the 
case for the new conserva- 
.tism and realized that being 
a conservative doesn’t mean 
being a racist or a reaction­ 
ary. The result has been a 


substantial g r o w t h in our 
membership and our influ­ 
ence in the academic com­ 
munity." 
On par with the growth of 
YA F has been the dramatic 
increase in the number of 
journals of political opinion 
published by conservative 
students. Harvard, Indiana 
University, Yale, Stanford 
and the University of Wis­ 
consin are some of the col­ 
leges where such journals 
are currently flourishing. 
There is more evidence of 
a

resurgence 
a m o n g 
the 
young: 
The 
growth of the Intercollegiate 
Studies 
Institute 
(IS I),

conservative-oriented group 
of scholars and students, the 
t a k e o v e r of the college 
Young Republicans by con­ 
servatives—the list could go 
on. 
All of which is not to sug­ 
gest that conservatism 
is 
the new political orthodoxy 
on the American campus; 
only that its growth, like lib­ 
eralism’s decline, has been 
notable. If the political ana­ 
lysts are right and Mr. Nixon 
lias himself an emerging Re­ 
publican majority, conserva­ 
tism in the years ahead may 
not only be politically viable 
but intellectually sophisti­ 
cated and.

Better ways to fight drug abuse outlined by researchers

(UPI)- 
Dramatic victories can be won 
in the fight against drug abuse 
if legislatures change some 
laws and spend some money, 
according to 
University of 
California researchers. 
The scientists say enough 
evidence now exists to show 
how to achieve these victories— 
and that the time has come to 
stop talking and start acting. 
The spectacular growth of 
drug abuse problems in recent 
years clearly demonstrates that 
strict law enforcement 
and 
tough criminal penalties are not 
effective, the researchers say. 
Now is the time, therefore, 
for a switch in emphasis—to 
attacking drug abuse as 
a 
public health problem rather 
than as a criminal menace. 
Then several new kinds of 
treatment will become availa­ 
ble, the researchers said in an 
85-page report released Wednes 


day. It was the third annual 
report for the State Legislature 
by the Drug Abuse Information 
Project at the University of 
California Medical Center. 
The report was presented by 
Dr. Robert M. Featherstone, 
chairman of the pharmacology 
department, 
Dr. 
David 
E. 
Smith, a toxicologist and David 
Bentel, a sociologist. 
They said heroin addiction 
could be controlled if cautious 
legislators would only rewrite 
the 
law 
regulating use of 
methadone. 
Methadone 
is 
a synthetic 
narcotic taken orally >vhich 
blocks craving for opiates but 
has no undesirable side effects. 
It can be used for 10 days of 
“ detoxifying” a heroin user 
before beginning various psy­ 
chological treatments. It can 
also be given hard core addicts 
daily as a permanent substitute 
for the heroin which they often 
steal up to $150 a day to buy.

Six is the only 
one-man show left in the air­ 
line business. 
His is almost the ideal 
Alger scenario, except for 
one little detail. He wasn’t 
really a poor boy. His father 
was a doctor in northern 
California. But Six wanted 
no part of college or medi­ 
cine. He wanted to fly. This 
was in the days—he’s 62 now 
—when aviation as a career 
was pretty risky—like a boy 
todav saying he’s going into 
the moon-rock business. 
He learned to fly in ’29, 
barnstormed, gave s c e n i c 
rides, all the early pioneer­ 
ing stuff. He was an aviator- 
of-fortune in China. 
He 
kicked around Europe. He 
wound up back in San Fran­ 
cisco and got enough money 
together—from friends and 
admirers and a rich first 
wife—to buy a little air serv­ 
ice that had a route from 
Pueblo, Colo., to El Paso, 
Tex.

It was called Varney Speed 
L'nes. He changed the name f 
to Continental.

One proof of this pudding 
may be that his first movie role 
was in a picture called “ With 
Six You Get Egg Roll” and 
starring (who else?) Doris Day. 
There are a lot of things 
about

entertainment that C a r l i n 
doesn’t go along with. One is 
the chant of what he calls the 
“ lost generation” that God, love 
and opportunity are dead in the 
land. 
“ I don’t know about every­ 
thing,” 
Carlin 
said

interview, but take my word for 
this — the ‘golden 
age’ for 
comedians is right now. If you 
can 
write your

funny 
material, ami deliver it, and do 
an 
honest 
job, 
then 
you, 
anyone, can make it big.”

Carlin, a 32-year-old Irish­ 
man, married and a father, 
said 
he isn’t 
“ inclined to 
argue” with critics who say the 
training years for comedians 
died with vaudeville, but “ I am 
not 
inclined to agree with 
them.” 
“ I have respect for many of 
the people who have made the 
statement,” he said. “ But I 
maintain that those vaudeville 
years weren’t really all they 
were reported to be. 
“ Sure, everything was great 
if you happened to hit the big 
time. 
But 
the stars 
were 
relatively few, remember, and 
there were hundreds of little 
*guys whose acts were born, 
shown and died in the one-horse 
towns. Some 
of those guys

But Continental is 
going into the hotel business 
in a big way—a 200-room ho­ 
tel is under construction on 
Guam and six more will go 
up on six other islands be­ 


fore ’72. 
Six has guided Continental 
into other businesses. Their 
kitchens supply food to sev­ 
eral o t h e r airlines. They 
have pieces and hunks of 
other airline service busi­ 
nesses, here and in the Pa­ 
cific, and Continental (Six) 
just o r g a n i z e d a holding 
company to sort out and con­ 
trol all these investments. 
It isn’t all roses. Six says 
there are problems for his 
airline—and for the airline 
b u s i n e s s as a whole. He 
thinks the first quarter of 
’70 will be soft, with perhaps 
a small recession—“ but the 
growth is there; this isn’t 
the ice-pick business.” 
He says the biggest prob­ 
lem is the inflationary spi­ 
ral. Costs to operate the air­ 
line were, he says, $1 mil­ 
lion a month more in ’69 
than in 68 He hopes a fare 
increase won’t be necessary 
—but it might. 
Six gives two scholarships 
each year to University of 
Colorado students and helps 
recruit football players for 
the school. Even Horatio Al­ 
ger’s c r e a t i o n s didn't do 
that.

Methddone Helps D.C. Addicts Kick Habit

WASHINGTON — (NEA) 
—The nation’s capital is try ­ 
ing to get the monkey off it’s 
back. 
D istrict of Columbia offi­ 
cials estim ate 50 per cent of 
the inm ates of local jails are 


arrested 
f o r 
drug-related 
crim es and m ost of those 
have been arrested before. 
The real offender in these 
cases is heroin, a highly ad ­ 
dictive narcotic that alm ost 
inevitably leads the addict to 
crim es other than illegal use 
of the drug. 
A heroin habit is expen­ 


sive. The average addict’s 
daily fix costs between $30 
and $50. For some, it takes 
as m uch as $100 w orth of 
heroin to dissolve the tens­ 
ion 
and 
physical 
pain 
of 
w ithdraw al into a euphoric 
high. 
The addict’s life is a see­ 
saw. He can ’t hold a iob. 


When he is high he can ’t 
function and when the need 
for another fix starts creep ­ 
ing up on him, his only con­ 
cern is to put together the 
cash he needs to score (buy) 
enough 
for 
another 
day. 
Even if an addict could hold 
a steady job, few of them are 
qualified for positions that 


pay enough to support the 
habit and provide for other 
needs. 
So they sieal. 
It’s sm all-tim e stuff—shop­ 
l i f t i n g. m inor burglaries, 
stick-ups, purse snatching, 
m uggings.

But addicts 
who are w ithdraw n usually 
head straight for the pusher 
when they are released and 
begin the daily cycle of steal­ 
ing, scoring and shooting up 
all over again. 
The D istrict of Columbia 
is trying to break the cycle. 
Beginning this month the De­ 
partm ent of Health and the 
D epartm ent of Corrections 
are working together to treat 
addicts with a daily glass of 
orange juice spiked with the 
synthetic drug, m ethadone, 
which 
is 
chem ically 
the 
sam e as m orphine. 
“ M ethadone 
blocks

w ithdraw al sym ptom s,” said

Kiracofe,

health official, and it is ad ­

does take heroin, he gets no 
high from it. K iracofe said

Andrew T. Petersen, Santa 
Ynez Valley member of the 
County Planning Commission 
for 22 years, who retired last 
week, was lauded by members 
of the Board of Supervisors 
Monday and other county of­ 
ficials. 


At the same time, the su­ 
pervisors endorsed the nomin­ 
ation of Boyd Bettencourt, an­ 
other Santa Ynez Valley randi­ 
e r, to succeed Petersen on the 
commission. 
Bettencourt 
is 
authorized to begin commission 
work immediately, as Petersen 
asked to be relieved as of 
Jan. 22, when he submitted his 
letter of retirem ent to Third 
D istrict Supervisor Daniel G. 
Grant, of Hope Ranch. 
Grant 
then 
nominated 
Bettencourt, 
who for years has been active 
in 
valley planning and Farm 
Bureau m atters. 


Grant said Petersen “ did an 
outstanding job on the commis­ 
sion as its chairman for many 
years and as a m em ber.” The 
public at large as well as coun­ 
ty officials are cognizant of 
P etersen’s contribution, he add­ 
ed, and the county “ owes him 
a great debt” for such long 
service without pay. 
Super­ 
visors accepted the retirem ent 
notice “ with extreme reg ret.” 


The board approved Grant’s 
suggestion that an elaborate 
framed resolution be drawn up 
and sent to Petersen lauding his 
service over the years. 


the m ethadone itself does not 
produce a high and an addict 
being treated with the drug 
can function norm ally in a 
job and with his family.

done is legal and costs the 
addict nothing, using it will 
cut into the city ’s crim e rate. 
Although a daily dose of 
m ethadone costs less than 
$1. the program m ay cost as 
m uch as $1 500 for each ad ­ 
dict treated during the first 
year. The cost s h o u l d d e­ 
crease after the first year: 
The established program m 
B altim ore costs about $11 a 
week for each addict. Con­ 
gress has authorized $600,- 
000 for the p ro g ram ’s first 
year and planners hope to 
treat 259 to 300 addicts next 


year and add 300 m ore to the 
program in each year after 
1970. 
M ethadone is being used to 
trea t addicts in about 30 
other 
m etropolitan 
areas. 
The New York program d i­ 
rectors claim to have kept 80 
per cent of the addicts tre a t­ 
ed in the program and aw ay 
from heroin. 
The D.C. program is dif­ 
ferent from other m ethadone 
projects—after about four or 
five years on the synthetic 
drug, the health departm ent 
hopes it will be able grad u al­ 
ly to w ithdraw the addicts 
from 
m ethadone. 
Kiracofe 
said this has not been done 
system aticaliy a n y w h e r e 
else, but he thinks it will 
work 
Com plete w ithdraw al from 
m ethadone will only be a t­ 
tem pted, he said, after the 
addict has proven he is not

POLLY’S POINTERS 


Crocheted Rug Is Made 


Of Nylon Hose Strips 


By POLLY CRAMER 


DEAR POLLY and Viola—Of course, the first step 
crocheting a rug out of nylon hose is to dye the hose. The 
colors will be more uniform if com m ercial color rem over 
is first used, but I think the different shadings of one color 
are also quite attractive. Cut each stocking into one long, 
bias strip, starting at the top. If stockings are different ■ 
weights, make allowance for this when cutting. Cut the thin 
strips about three inches wide and the heavier ones nar­ 
rower. Sew strips together and wind into a ball. 
To make a single-crochet rug, start with three chain 
stitches and join with a slip-stitch to form a ring. I crochet 
six rows of the first color, one of the second, three more 
of the first, three of the second, then five of the first and 
five of the second color. To join colors when ending one and 
starting another, simply sew them together. Be sure to add 
enough stitches on each row to enlarge the rug enough so 
it lays flat.—MRS. E. V. 
DEAR POLLY—I disagree heartily with Mrs. W. C.’s 
Pointer a b o u t p u t t i n g 
sponge-rubber balls on the 
chrome legs of her baby’s 
walker to save the furni­ 
ture. No s p o n g e - r u b b e r 
balls should be even in the 
same house or yard with 
b a b i e s who have sharp 
teeth and put objects in 
their mouths. S h o u l d a 
small piece of this rubber 
get into the s t o m a c h , it 
could not be digested. Even 
veterinarians hate people who give sponge-rubber balls to 
their dogs. Cut strips about one-inch-wide out of old wool 
skirts or pants and wrap them around the legs like a ban­ 
dage and secure by tying or sewing with a needle and 
thread.—MRS. M. C. 


DEAR POLLY—Do tell Marie that we have a blackboard 
near the door on which we write m essages for the family. 
We use a powder puff for an eraser. Keep hair barrettes 
and rubber bands in'the powder boxes.—MARY 


DEAR POLLY—My powder boxes are round and appear 
to be plastic. I paint them, arrange used postage stam ps 
in attractive patterns on them and then antique. Flowers 
cut off greeting cards also could be used. I use latex paint

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Would-be Suicides Call Out for Help

N EW Y O R K — (N EA ) — 
The other evening a young 
Manhattan man picked up 
his 
telephone 
and 
chaied. 
Pennsylvania 
6-6191. 
Ner- 
viously. He was breathing 
heavily. He had just that day 
lost his job. 


“ Hello, National Save a 
Life League,” the receiver 
answered. 


The man said nothing at 
first. 


“ Hello, this is the National 
Save a Life League.” 


The man stuttered a couple 
of times. He stumbled over 
introductory w o r d s and, 
voice cracking, 
stated his 
business. 
“ I ’m thinking,” he said, 
“ of killing myself.” 


There was a pause on the 
phone. Then, softly, firmly, 
somehow 
even 
cheerfully, 
the voice on the other end 
spoke up: 
“ Tell me what’s wrong. 
Please. Let’s talk about it 
Talk they did. For 15 nun- 
utes. About the young Man­ 
hattanite’s troubles. 
About 
his 
past. 
About 
his 
job. 
About his future. And in the 
end the young man said he 
appreciated 
the 
conversa­ 
tion and hung up. 
To the best of anyone’s 
knowledge, the young man 
did not go through with his 
thought to kill himself. He 
probably did not really want 
to in the first place. But the 
fact he had someone to talk 
to was a timely and fortunate 
thing. 
Being this 
“ someone to 
talk to” is the merciful mis­ 
sion of New York’s durable 
National Save a Life League 
Founded by a Baptist minis­ 
ter in 1906. and serving as 


the pattern for similar agen­ 
cies in 20 other cities, its 
three phone lines and two 
office doors are “ open 24 
hours a day." 


An average of 100 people a 
week take advantage of the 
s e r v i c e — some a little 
whacky, some a little lonely, 
some on the verge of de­ 
struction. 


Says Save a Life director 
Harry Warren: 


“ I ’ve been manning these 
phones since 
1924. 
And 
I 


think I ’ve heard just about 
everything by now. But we 
don’t 
really 
care 
what’s 
wrong with the callers — 
drunk, crackpot, whatever. 
If they’ve got a real prob­ 
lem, 
and 
they’re 
serious, 
we’re happy to lend any aid 
we can.* 
The aid varies. If a caller 
says he has already taken 
nil’s or poisons. Warren wil> 
try to get an address and 
send police. If a caller in h* 
cates agreement. Warren will 
advise 
hos*)itali~ntion. 
Cut 


mostly, in the 1,000 cases the 
League handles each year, 
Warren tries to get the call­ 
ers to come to him person­ 
ally, for face-to-face atten­ 
tion. 
“ We have two doctors on 
our staff and two psycho­ 
logists. We also have a wide 
range of information on so­ 
lutions to social problems. 
We do what we can. The 
other day a girl called up, 
cr>ing, 
because 
she 
was 
losing her apartment. She 
sounded in bad shape so I put 


her in touch with several 
realtors. Not every caller, 
you see, is suicidal.” 


From his 45 years on the 
suicide phone, however, W ar­ 
ren suggests there seems to 
be one common thread con­ 
necting m o s t potentials — 
loneliness. In some way or 
another, even if the callers 
have many friends, they are 
lonely. “ And l o n e l i n e s s 
means depression, and that 
can lead to anything.” 


Warren also says that most 
of the Save a Life League’s 
callers are women 
( “ Men' 
are more apt just to go 
through with it” ), between 35. 
and 40 years old ( “ I have 
noticed more young callers, 
lately, however” ), and are 
involved in some kind of 
love, sex or marriage diffi­ 
culties.

The honor of 
being the “ best” football play­ 
er in the eyes of the pros, who 
do their picking on a combina­ 
tion of player talents and imme­ 
diate needs of the team, went 
to Terry Bradshaw, a quarter­ 
back at Louisiana Tech. Who? 
Louisiana What? 
The next four picks (Mike 
McCoy of Notre Dame, Mike 
Phipps of Purdue, Phil Olsen 
of Utah St. and A1 Cowlings of 
USC) were more notable play­ 
ers. They were noticed both by 
the press as well as the All - 
America selectors and by the 
schools for which they played. 
But it Js interesting to note 
the value placed upon players, 
ranked from one through 26 ac­ 
cording to the choices. Of the 
26, eight were first team All- 
Americas as published by UPI 
and nine as listed by NEA, 
the two services carried by the 
Record Of those totals, there 
were only 10 UPI and 16 NEA 
selections of the top 26 play­ 
ers. The remaining might be 
considered “ unknowns” in the 
eyes of the i>ublic, either by 
schools 
attended, 
positions 
played and their resulting place­ 
ment on the ¡»ost - season honor 
roles. 
The way we see it, a lot of 
whether or not a player makes 
an All - America team depends 
oil where lie played. If he played 
for a major school, he has a 
chance.

Fortunately for the players, 
the pro scouts look at the game 
films and not clippings. They 
realize some “ blue chips” do 
come out of the hills. A good 
example of this is the team 
that leads the colleges in play­ 
ers in pro ball: Grambling of 
i ouisiana rather than Notre 
Dame, Texas, Southern Cal or 
any other “ name” school. 
Of course the final determ­ 
ination of a players worth goes 
past the winter picks/ Then it 
becomes a matter of how many 
rookies 
remain on the roster 
after the final cuts . . . and 
then how much of a role will 
they play for the next two or 
three seasons in competition 
with experienced regulars. 
We’re not saying that Okla­ 
homa’s Steve Owens is (or is 
not) the best player in the na­ 
tion.

“ We want to hold the line 
until we can get the domed 
stadium built in 1973,” said 
Carlson. “ We hope at the time 
with the domed stadium the 
club will make its own way and 
we will be able to pay off these 
loans from Seattle business­ 
men.” 


The second development was 
an announcement of Cleveland 
industrialist William Daley that 
he 
would maintain his $4.5 
million interest in the club. 
Daley 
is one of the Pilots 
present 
owners as a large 
shareholder in Pacific North­ 
west Sports, Inc. 


Carlson 
said earlier his 
group, which includes theatre 
owner Fred Danz, had arranged 
a line of credit for $2 million.

NBA expansion strategy aimed 
at boxing ABA into cage comer 


PHILADELPHIA 
- (NEA) 
— Like Napoleon at Elba, exe­ 
cutives of the National Bas­ 
ketball 
Association 
were 
cloistered 
here 
during the 
All-Star 
break to plot a tri­ 
umphant return to unquestion­ 
ed power. 
So 
secret 
and conspira­ 
torial were their gatherings 
at the Marriott Motor Inn, one 
could safely surmise the dis­ 
cussions 
were 
not 
about 
extended olive branches.Aft­ 
er three days, Commission­ 
er 
Walter Kennedy lost his 
voice, three cities lost $100,- 
000 and another 
twice that 
much, and the American Bas­ 
ketball 
Association — it 
is 
said — lost the war. Rather 
than merge with the ABA, the 
NBA will expand itself. 
The strategy, 
as mapped 
out, is to box the ABA out of 
cities to which its weaker fran­ 
chises could flee when the red 
ink 
reaches 
chin 
level. 
With no place to go, the weak 
ABA franchise' will presum­ 
ably 
die and the survivors 
would then be welcomed into 
the NBA. 
So, 
in effect, the 
NBA opted for sitting in on a 
death watch. 
The only conclusive 
fact 


derived from the Philadelphia 
conclave is that the NBA will 
have four new teams next sea­ 
son. Buffalo, Cleveland, Hous­ 
ton and Portland, Ore., were 
voted franchises, but only one 
factor is detaining the official 
announcement —money. While 
the NBA was presenting a unit­ 
ed 
front against its rival, it 
was also doing some internal 
maneuvering 
at the same 
time. 
Originally, the NBA asked 
$3 million for its new fran­ 
chises and each of the four 
cities arrived with $100,000 
down payment which will not 
be refunded (Buffalo, with two 
groups 
bidding 
put down 
$200,000). But the NBA, over­ 
whelmed perhaps by the cities’ 
eagerness, upped the figure 
to $3.5 
million. The expan­ 
sionists, 
stunned, asked for 
a two-week delay. 
As 
it stands now, the ci­ 
ties that come up with the $3.5 
million are in the league. If all 
four 
anti up, the rest of the 
team s will receive $1 million 
each to compensate for their 
affirmative votes on expan­ 
sion. Then the NBA could put 
the four new teams up front in 
the oollege draft and wouldn’t 


it be a coincidence if Buffalo 
picked Bob Lanier? 
On the strength of the Phila­ 
delphia 
plan, 
box scores 
on the four new cities can be 
totaled up: 
BUFFALO — If any of the 
four come up with the money, 
Buffalo will.

An error 
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The priorities on a U. S. congressman's time are many. 
Putting them in the right perspective requires major de­ 
cisions. 
Congressman Charles M. Teague of the 36th District was 
faced with such a decision this week. His choice was wheth­ 
er or not to honor a long-made commitment to speak in Santa 
Barbara on the anniversary date of the unfortunate oil spill 
or whether to remain in Washington and make his presence 
felt in the critical decision on President Nixon’s veto of 
the omnibus money bill for the Department of Health, Ed­ 
ucation and Welfare. 
Congressman Teague found it more important to fly across 
country for an address assuring Santa Barbara county resi­ 
dents that their representative was doing everything in1 his 
power to prevent farther oil spills when most county citi­ 
zens were already aware of what he has done in this regard. 
In our opinion, the congressman was in error. 
All evidence points to the fact that the Congressman has

consistently been a champion for the maintenance of the 
impact-area funds, the federal money granted school dis­ 
tricts for assistance in educating children of federal em­ 
ployees. 
Each year, strong efforts have been made to elim­ 
inate the federal impact area funds and each year, success­ 
ful efforts were made by our representative and others for 
restoration. 


With the President's veto of the measure, long predicted, 
the battle was underway for restoration of the funds by 
veto override or the avenues of compromise. 
In the criti­ 
cal hours, all champions for impact-aid funds were needed 
and one was missing. 
House leaders are presently negotiating a delicate com­ 
promise with the administration concerning the impact-area 
funds. 
Hopefully, Mr. Teague will return to Washington 
immediately and take an active part in these negotiations 
which are so vital to his heavily impacted district. 


Teacher in Washington

The activity of professional educators 
in Washington during the past few days is 
another step in the growing militancy of 
school teachers. Hundreds of the educa­ 
tors, including Robert Hedlund from 
Lompoc buttonholed congressmen in a 
bid for support to override President 
Nixon’s veto of the Health, Education 
and Welfare appropriations bill. 
News media called the new lobbyists, 
amateurs, but their industry was any­ 
thing but that. In a telephone call Mon­ 
day night from Washington, Hedlund told 
this reporter that he planned to spend 
the following day searching out all the 
congressmen he could to carry the mes­ 
sage of 
Lompoc’s 
need. His call came 
through 
at 
about 
12:30 a.m., Washing­ 
ton time. 
Now, it should be 
stated that the term, 
lobbyist, is an hon­ 
ored one. Congress­ 
man 
Charles 
M. 
Teague praised the 
educators and par­ 
ticularly 
Hedlund 
for the courteous and effective way they 
worked in their effort to sway sentiment. 
It was not known at this writing (Wed­ 
nesday, 11 a.m.) how effective their ef­ 
forts were In persuading representa­ 
tives to vote for an override of Nix­ 
on’s veto, but one thing is certain: A 
compromise 
bill 
assuring Lompoc 
schools of about 60 per cent of the for­ 
mer impacted aid levels was almost as­ 
sured. 
I got the impression during a telephone 
conversation with Teague Tuesday night 
that the congressman did indeed think 
very highly of the “amateurs.” 
A United Press dispatch from Wash­ 
ington yesterday noted: “The power of a 
lobby that drove the President of the 
United States before television cam­ 
eras to explain a veto drew its strength 
from a school child bearing a note home 
and the professional educator confronting 
Congressmen.” 
To the best of my knowledge local 
schools do not send notes home with 
the children. 
The UPI story continues: “When the 
lobbyists tell congressmen to support 
continuation of impacted aids they are 
armed with the facts about how many 
voters in each district constitute the 
basis for that aid.” 
“ Part of the estimated 900 education 
lobbyists swarming over Capitol Hill are 
the impacted aid experts armed with 
charts showing how much each state 
would lose under the President’s spend- 
- ing plan and how much each would gain 
under the vetoed bill." 
Feeling ran high in Lompoc. Educa­ 
tors, particularly were disturbed at 
the prospect of losing $811,000. Later it 
was learned that a supplemental bill 
would * restore about 60 per cent of 
that amount. 
Any way you look at it the lobbying 
educators were successful. For c^e 
thing Nixon had singled out the impac­ 
ted aid portions of the huge appropria­ 
tions bill for special attack. He didn’t 
like 
it 
because 
a 
few of the na­ 
tions school districts receiving impact­ 
ed aid (Public Law 874) were judged to 
be wealthy districts. One in particular 
outside Washington, D.C. was reputed 
to have 
incomes averaging $20,000 
a year. 
It has been unfortunate that P.L. 874 
does not indicate any favor for the poor 
district as opposed to the wealthier dis­ 
trict in terms of eligibility for the inn 
pacted aid monies. 
But to get back to the growing mili­ 
tancy angle. A few years ago as once 


noted in this column an editorial print­ 
ed in the journal of the National Edu­ 
cational Association, NEA, declared that 
steps were under way to make the teach­ 
e r’s lobby the strongest lobby in all 
America, “ second to none.” 
There have been other more recent 
indications of militancy. About a year 
ago the mild California Teachers As­ 
sociation, CTA, abandoned its historic 
position 
of not supporting teacher 
strikes. The CTA is still mild, com­ 
pared with the American Federation of 
Teachers, AFT, and others on the Cali­ 
fornia scene, but times have obviously 
changed. 
Many Lompoc teachers are 
members of CTA. 
Hedlund is president of Lompoc Edu­ 
cation Association, the negotiating or­ 
ganization for Lompoc teachers. He 


and many of his associates typify the 
kind of professional militancy we know 
in Lompoc. This reporter has talked of 
these matters before and I do so again 
primarily to kindle a dialog if possible 
on all matters affecting education. 
It should be noted that the teachers 
here are as deeply concerned as teach­ 
ers elsewhere about the salaries that 
they need to support their families. 
But at the same time there is a deep 
and sincere effort behind the scenes on 
other issues as well. For example, the 
teachers, and Hedlund is among them, 
feel that they have an obligation to po­ 
lice their own ranks so to speak. They 
are striving to create a system for re­ 
moving deadwood from among their ranks 
and to raise the standards governing 
teacher qualifications.

Pollution dilemma 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President Nixon’s sharp focus on “en­ 
vironmental control” in his State of the 
Union address is unprecedented. Never 
before has a president given such atten­ 
tion to the rising dilemma of air and 
water pollution. 
Already some of Itis critics arebrand- 
ing this as little more than the empty 
commitment of words. Since many young 
people are develop­ 
ing high interest in 
the pollution prob­ 
lem, the President is 
also said to be seiz­ 
ing this chance to di­ 
vert them from their 
long 
preoccupation 
with 
the 
Vietnam 
war. 
No one can say he 
does not have this 
partly in mind. But 
Nixon’s associates insist that his concern 
for the deteriorating American environ­ 
ment is very real.

Because of the difficulty of control­ 
ling inflation, he may hold back on the 
money side for awhile. He may not 
spend all of the $800 million Congress 
voted his fiscal year to fight pollution. 
Yet he is pictured as a man who wants 
to be remembered as tackling the tough 
new issues of the 1970s —not just get­ 
ting rid of old ones like the war. 
Anyone who takes seriously the dire 
forecasts of the environmental special­ 
ists - the worst of which is that we 
will run out of good air to breathe in a 
few decades — must welcome the Pres­ 
ident’s attention and the country’s, to 
the extent they are truly enlisted. 
There is plenty of evidence justify­ 
ing pollution complaints against industri- 
al plants, airplanes, automobiles and 
even 
government facilities. Maximum 
pressure may be needed to force real 
action. 
Nevertheless, the accusatory finger 
should not be pointed only at the easy, 
obvious ttrgets. The truth is that man 
is a despoiler — of his land as well as

Soviet census 


The Soviet Union census, repeatedly 
postponed for undisclosed reasons, has 
begun. The result will be as suspect 
as all official figures from the U.S.S.R. 
But at least two things should be impos­ 
sible to hide. 
The first is the 
predominance 
of 
women over men in 
the Soviet. Boy bab­ 
ies exceed girl bab­ 
ies in our country 
1,047 to 1,000. 
It 
hasn’t been that way 
in the postwar Rus­ 
sian generations, a 
secret as tightly held 
as a bear in an iron 
trap. Kemlin leaks reveal that there are 
four women for every three men in the 
Soviet Union. Moreover, the Soviet wom­ 
en - men longevity gap is now an aver­ 
age life expectancy of 74 years for 
the women and 66 for men. 
Second, the birth rate is in an alarm­ 
ing decline. It has dropped from 25 
per thousand 10 years ago to 17.3 to­ 
day — down, down, down each year. 
The Kremlin chiefs of a half-million 
census takers, who started their court 
January 15, tell our Moscow Embassy 
that Russia’s 1959 population was 209 
million. They’re estimating 241 million 
now. But, in effective terms, these 
commissars are speaking merely In the 
great verbal bullfrog tradition of Inflated 
Red talk. 


his air and water — and Americans are 
far from being any kind of exception. 
Dr. Jean Mayer, nutrition specialist 
presently serving the President on food 
and hunger issues, blames the affluent 
- in this nation and presumably else­ 
where — for wrecking the environment. 
In an Interview given to T. George 
Harris in the magazine,1‘Psychology To­ 
day," Mayer says: 


“ Rich people occupy much more space, 
consume more of each natural resource, 
disturb the ecology more, litter the 
landscape with bottles and paper, and 
pollute more land, air and water with 
chemical, 
thermal 
and radioactive 
waste.’’ 


Maybe his argument is Incontestable 
— up to a point. Yet, until the poison­ 
ous wastes of the internal combustion 
engine and some factory processes be­ 
gan to engulf us, most of the “ en 
ment • wrecking" was done to the land. 


And, 
while prospering civiliations 
like ours and those of the ancient Greeks 
and Romans can be gravely faulted for 
exploiting the land with too little thought 
for the future, no serious conserva­ 
tionist stops his indictment there. 


Ancient Greece ruined itself by rip­ 
ping off its thick forest cover and ex­ 
posing the bared land to destructive 
sheep and goats. The Romans went down 
the same road. Spain’s land is one great 
scar. 


In relatively impoverished 15th-cen­ 
tury Italy, however, the forests were 
still so large and dense they could con» 
ceal whole armies. The ravaging of the 
land has gone on — and still does — 
in the poor Mediterranean countries. 
One naturalist says these denuded lands 
are doomed to exhaustion unless radical 
change takes place. 


This specialist says reviving the dead 
landscape could take thousands of years. 
In poverty - ridden Africa, the vast Sa­ 
hara grows wider under land misuse by 
farmers. China and India, never bas­ 
tions of affluent capitalism, have a ter­ 
rible history of land waste. 


So blame belongs not just on govern­ 
ments and corporations and the affluent 
few in the world. Misuse of life-sup­ 
porting environment is everybody’s bur­ 
den. If we Americans, for 
starters, 
are ready to reverse course and pay the 
incredible costs of restoration, it will 
be one tremendous miracle. The Presi­ 
dent is asking. 


Russia is 32 times the size of Tex­ 
as. It has 11 times zones to our four. 
But one half of Russian territory is 
utterly barren and dead. 
Her sea of forests, scattered with 
white birches, like crests of waves, 
lose themselves northward in the dark­ 
ness and fog of the frozen Arctic. In 
the south bright clusters of ancient, 
isolated towns are scorched by a sun 
that beats down like the blade of a 
hungry sword. Most of Russia over-all 
is a dead - letter office for the world’s 
unwanted weather. 
Of Russia’s area, more than one-fifth 
is forest, 
nearly a fifth is desert or 
semi-desert, and an eighth is above the 
Arctic Circle. Russia has only about the 
same arable acreage to support 241 mil­ 
lion people as we have to support 39 
million less people. 
Now for the essential fact, although 
the Kremlin leaders would as soon eat 
a live skunk as reveal it: At least 40 
million in Russia’s population are so 
thinly distributed that they are lost in 
the incomprehensible forests, tundras 
and wastelands. Russia’s effective popu­ 
lation is no more than ours. 
Moreover, the vast uncoordinated area 
with its limited roads and railways is 
divided by immense ethnic differences. 
It is an area of 17 languages and almost 
half of the population is not Russian. 
Our own census begins, of course, on 
April 1. The fundamental authority for 
it is in the Constitution. It is manda­ 
tory, must be taken every 10 years, 
and has gone through some trying times 
since the counting began in 1780, espe­ 
cially in the pre-Civil War moment of 
1860. The Census Bureau certifies the 
result to the President of the United 
States. Then the President is required 
to certify this to Congress. 


Census DirectorGeorge H. Brown tells 
me that the first punch-hole cards, the 
foundation for computer concepts, was 
developed for the census of 1890. “The 
first computers, in turn, also were de­ 
veloped for the census,” this unexpect­ 
edly genial man said. 
Dr. Brown answered my question about 
manpower by stating that his bureau Is 
hiring 184,000 extra part - time peo­ 
ple to do this year’s job. “A person 
is born here every 8*4 seconds," ne 
groaned, “ and a person dies every 17 
seconds, Russia allows only about 300 
emigrants out each year and practically 
no immigrants in. But an immigrant ar­ 
rives in our country every 60 seconds. 
The net increase is one person every 
14V2 seconds. Our total counting job is 
about as stable as a storm at sea." 
His hardest counting problem? Dr. 
Brown told me it is among blacks con­ 
centrated in urban areas. He estimated 
that the error among these can reach 
13 per cent. The next hardest are peo­ 
ple in remote regions — the Alaskan 
Eskimos, the mountain tribespeople in 
Hawaii, etc. 


Dr. Brown said he believes the cen­ 
sus will be better than 97 per cent ac­ 
curate. “ Michelangelo’s motto was “I 
learn,’ ” he remarked. “So do we — 
by the faults we discover later in each 
census.” 
It will cost an average $1 per per­ 
son counted, but around $1,000 each to 
track down the last person. “Remem­ 
ber,” said this self - isolated fellow 
with all the figures, “we must count 
everybody —everybody," Dr. Brown has 
not been asked for any advice by the 
U.S.S.R.

en a Future Farmers project in our fair 
city which is serving a dual purpose. 
Not only will the two boys benefit from 
their activity, but the city as well. 
One perennial problem for the city over 
the years has been that of weed abate­ 
ment on the many vacant lots of land 
scattered throughout our town. And once 
each year the city is faced with the nee- 
esslty of telling the owners of these 
lots that either they are going to get the 
weeds destroyed or the city Is going to 
do it, and send them the bill. 
Anyway, Steve Bolts and Rick Reed, 
the two FFA boys Involved, decided this 
was an opportunity they couldn’t pass up. 
They decided to help the city, and also 
help themselves. 
Their idea was to obtain the use of 
some of thes« vacant pieces of land and 
convert them to a farming enterprise. 
They reasoned that the property owners 
might be more than 
just a little inter­ 
ested in having the weed problem solved, 
while at the same time helping a cou­ 
ple of enterprising young men to be­ 
come better citizens, 
So, Steve and Kick contacted their 
FFA advisor at Lompoc Senior High 
School where they are both juniors this 
year. They presented their idea to him, 
and got the go-ahead. 


Their next step was to figure out a 
time and expense budget to accomplish 
their project of raising oat hay. But 
first of all they had to secure the writ­ 
ten permission of all the property own­ 
ers involved. 
They dropped into the Fire Depart­ 
ment one day and got a list of the owners 
from the department’s weed abatement 
records. Next, they drafted a letter to 
each property owner, asking for per-» 
mission to farm his or her vacant lot, 
in return for which the two boys would 
carry out a weed abatement program. 
About 70 letters were sent out in, 
all. Forty of the owners responded, 
with thirty of them giving the boys the 
green light. 
A project of this magnitude takes mon. 
ey, so the boys had to arrange to get 
some money. Through one of the local 
banks, the boys borrowed sufficient funds 
under an FFA loan program to get going. 
They also contacted a seed company, 
and a fertilizer company and worked out 
a deal with them. The representatives 
of these companies also gave them con­ 
siderable advice to help them with the 
project. 
Now, Steve and Rick are really go« 
ing. They have about 85 acres under 
contract in about 20 plots of land. Only 
tl^ree of these plots are located outside 
the city. 
All the land has been plowed at least 
once, no easy task. For the boys have 
to do their work mostly on weekends, 
and with equipment they rent from the 
school. They have about half of It plant, 
ed now, and expect to finish up the plant. 
Ing before the week is out. 
There is no question that Steve and 
Rick are a couple of determined, dedi­ 
cated youngsters, and they are to be con­ 
gratulated for their efforts.
